WASHINGTON, 
July 19 (AP). 
HE task of returning the 
Tae of Americans who 

lost their lives overseas in 
World War II is about done. 

The Army said today that 
only about 10,000 of the defi- 
nitely identified whose relatives 
wish them brought back are 
still awaiting shipment. 

In the two years since the 
program began, more than 150,- 
000 bodies have been brought 
home for final burial. In addi- 
tion, the Army has been bring- 
ing bodies from far-flung bat- 
tlefields for interment in 
permanent American military 
cemeteries overseas. It has 
been the greatest undertaking 
of its kind in history. It is 
estimated to have cost up to 
now about. $170,000,000,

Later, Representative Shafer

Death came at 7:45 am. His 
family had been reluctant to speak 
of his illness, and the announce- 
ment was unexpected. He was a 
bachelor. 

(The United Press said Justice 
Murphy had entered the hospital 
under an assumed name. His pres- 
ence in the city was not generally 
known.) 

Surviving are a brother, George, 
Recorder’s Court judge in Detroit, 
and a sister, Mrs. Marguerite Tea- 
han, of Detroit. An elder brother, 
Harold, is dead. 

Funeral services will be held at 
Our Lady of Lake Huron Cath- 
olic Church in Harbor Beach, 
Mich., the Murphy family home, at 
11 a.m, Friday. It was requested 
that flowers be omitted. 

Murphy will be buried in the 
family plot at Rock Falls Ceme- 
tery south of Harbor Beach, 

Appointed by Roosevelt. 
Justice Murphy was appointed 
in 1940 to the Supreme Court by 
the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

His Supreme Court service was 
marked by numerous dissenting 
opinions in the liberal tradition. 

He began his public career as a 
judge in Detroit. Roosevelt ap- 
pointed him governor-general of 
the Philippines in 1933. He rose 
rapidly. He became the first Phil- 
ippine High Commissioner, Demo- 
eratic governor of Michigan, 
United States attorney general and 
finally Supreme Court Justice. 

His death opens the way for 
President Truman to name his 
third appointee to the Supreme 
Court. Truman's other appointees 
are Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 
— Associate Justice Harold Bur- 

n.

CHICAGO, July 19 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Truman said today that 
“tensions and conflicts appear to 
be increasing” in areas controlled 
by Communist tyranny, but he is 
optimistic that the world may yet 
be organized for peace without a 
war. 

Communism may have “tempo- 
rary triumphs,” President Tru- 
man said, “but in the long run it 
must either destroy itself or aban- 
don its attempt to force other 
nations into its pattern. 

Truman flew here to address 
the Diamond Jubilee Shrine con- 
vocation, and made it an occa- 
sion for a major speech on for- 
eign policy. 

Action Along Two Lines, 

He pledged this nation to con- 
tinue its “great crusade for peace” 
with action along two lines: 


1, Maintaining a strong and 
stable American economy” as 
the primary source of strength 
of the free world.” He said, 
“We must... e all our 
plans, private public, in 
such a way as to give us more 
jobs and more output.” 

2. Take steps to “Insure that 
the hard-won economic recov- 
ery of other free nations does 
not revert to stagnation and de-

The President said that those

It is strong, he said, because 
American foreign policy- decisions 
are the decisions of the people and 
not of the Government alone. 

That was true of the decision 
to back the United Nations and to 
launch the European Recovery 
Program, Truman said. 

He predicted the North Atlantic 
Security Alliance will be ratified 
because, he said, it also has the

Jackson wrote: “This 
court a } can neither de- 
termine the rules for either 
House of Congress nor require 
those rules to be expressed with 
any degree of explicitness other 
than that chosen by the respective 
Houses.” !

Anger at the majority opinion 
in the Christoffel case was at 
such a pitch that some House 
Members are said to have talked 
about the need to crack down on 
the “New Deal courts.” This in- 
dignation was fanned by the fact 
that Justices Reed and Frank- 
furter appeared as character wit- 
nesses for Hiss. While they were 
both su ed to * goon their 
critics say that they\ could have 
refused to accept the subpenas on 
the ground that the case might 
eventually come before them on 
appeal, 

The position of Justice Jackson 
is peculiarly ironic. He has not 
once but several times rebuked 
the majority for what he believed 
to be trespass on the legislative 
branch of government. At the 
same time he is the Justice in 
charge of the Second Judicial Cir- 
cuit, which includes New York, 
and he would naturally be gravely 
concerned over.what would ap- 
pear to be an effort to intimidate 
all judges and especially the 
judges in his circuit.

NEW YORK, July 19 (AP)— 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer, 74-year-old 


medical missionary, told. a lunch- 


eon group yesterday that the last 
years of his life will be devoted 
to a continued fight against 
leprosy. “9s. 

He and his wife, Helen, leave 
Friday for French Equatorial 
Africa, where he -has spent 36 
years. 

They came to the United States 
June 28 and he gave the prin- 
cipal lecture on Goethe at Aspen, 
Colo., at a 200th anniversary cele- 
bration of the German poet's 
birth. 

Dr. Schweitzer addressed a 
luncheon in his honor sponsored 
by the Department of Interna- 
tional Justice and Good Will of 
the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America. He spoke 
in French and his speech was 
translated. 

“Every day I am seized. and 
moved more and more for the 
help given me,” he said. “I leave 
believing your churches will con- 
tinue to aid me during the last 
years of my life in the struggle 
against leprosy, which I have 
combatted for 30 years.” 

Dr. Schweitzer said new drugs 
and medicines developed in Amer- 
ica may aid lepers more than 
ever before. 

He praised efforts to unify 
Protestant churches and said it 
was imperative they be “tied to- 
gether in one belief.”

| Cactus Juice Can Quench Thirst

Ladislaus Cutak, horticulturist from thirst. Letters from more 


in charge of succulents at Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden, remained 
firmly convinced today that juice 


from the barrel cactus can be 


used to slake a desperate thirst 
and thus save lives of travelers 
lost on the deserts of the South- 
west. 

Cutak, who has just returned 
from a convention of the Cactus 
and Succulent Society of Ameri- 
ca at Phoenix, Ariz., said he was 
surprised to read a news dispatch 
from there quoting botanists, with 
whom he has long been at odds, 
as saying he had “finally seen the 
the light,” and no longer con- 
tended that the cactus is a natural 
water storage vat for parched 
desert wayfarers. 

Six years of intensive study of 
the subject, which “included ac- 
tual consumption of the liquid on 
the desert, has confirmed his be- 
lief that the juice can be used in 
“dire straits” to stave off death 


ithan 12 persons who have re- 
sorted to the liquid support his 
viewpoint, he said. One was from 
a pilot who crashed during the 
war in the southern California 
desert and was lost for five days. 
He credited the cactus juice with 
saving his life. 

The cactus, which has the shape 
its name indicates, tastes like 
“old cocoanut,” he said: It is 85 
per cent pulp, which looks like 
watermelon pulp and yields a 
“mucilaginous” liquid when 
squeezed. He scoffed at opposi- 
tion contentions that the liquid 
was “acrid, nauseous and thirst- 
producing,” but conceded he would 
not recommend it as a steady diet. 

Cutak, while attending the con- 
vention, went into the desert and 
got a large sweet potato cactus, 
which has roots weighing 85 
pounds, It uses the roots for 
storing water. He said it is about 
the largest of its kind and will 


be planted at the gardens.

MOSCOW, July 19 (AP)—Why 
are the Russians just beginning 
to assume credit for inventing 
everything from the steam engine 
to the airplane? . 
Because thé czars concealed th 
facts to please western capitalists 
and encouraged the view that Rus- 
sia was backward and dependent 
on western Europe, says the Soviet 
newspaper Trud, organ of the 
trade unions, in response to a ques- 
tion from a reader. 

Recent Soviet announcements 
that great discoveries and inven- 
tions previously credited to west- 
erners were actually made by Rus- 
sians will encourage Soviet patriot- 
ism and discredit the rule that 
concealed them, the paper said. 
Further, said Trud, they will 
combat the “repulsive disease” of 
“sycophancy before bourgeois cul- 
ture.” (“Sycophancy” is defined by 
Funk and Wagnall’s dictionary as 
“base flattery.”) 

Now, Trud declared, a list of 
these inventions has become an 
effective means of combatting 
“cosmopolitanism” and theories of 
“Anglo-Saxon superiority,” which 
the paper called dangerous weap- 
ons of British-American warmon- 


ers. 

In Russia’s latest claim, the 
Moscow radio said today that 
Russia was the crviginator of arm- 


ored cruisers, submarines, ice- 
breakers and trawlers.

Georges Mandel, former French 
Interior Minister, was handed over 
to pro-Nazi Frenchmen during the 
war and put to death. Reynaud 
was deported to Germany. 

Abetz faces a possible death 
sentence for war crimes, including 
complicity in the murder, kidnap- 
ing and robbery of Frenchmen.

It must not be run 
down but must be allowed to be 
carried to the final fruition of a 
European unity and co-operation.” 

Bevin asserted Britain has “to 
divert purchases and we have to 
divert them in such a way as to 
have the minimum effect on our 
economy.” Even talk of devaluing 
the pound is, he added, “one of 
the: biggest dangers which could 
happen to peace.” 

Many of Britain’s disappearing 

dollars have gone for the products 
of American agriculture, Refer- 
ring to this, Bevin said: 
“One of our troubles in the bal- 
ance of payments is the fact that 
the United States, in carrying out 
its development as a welfare 
state, has given basic prices to its 
agriculture.” 

“I do not object,” Bevin went 
on. “I think it is right. But on 
our side we have not yet worked 
out basic prices for commodities 
in the return way.” 

He pointed to American unem- 
ployment insurance, “with very 
high payments”; to sick pay, “and 
that is growing.” And, he said, 
“they are discussing the creation 
of a great medical service.” 

Reply to Opposition. 

Bevin_ said the Conservatives 
wanted “Inflation and that infla- 
tion would inevitably bring un- 
employment. He declared, “The 
government cannot approach the 
problem in a way that his such 
terrible consequences.” 

If the areas which base their 


base their trade on the pound can 
be brought to co-operate properly, 
he said, then it would be possible 
to make President Truman’s 
Point IV in his inaugural speech, 
“a living reality in helping to lift 
up the standard of life.” 

Turning to trade relations with 
Russia, Bevin said: 

“In foreign affairs debates I am 
often called upon to try and find 
a solution to the great Russian 
problem, It will have to be found 

some day, and the best contribu- 
tion we can make toward it is not 
to refuse trade. I am not a party 
to creating another ‘curtain. We 
did not make the one that is 
there now and I would rather 
break through it.” 

Bevin announced that he would 
accompany Cripps to Washington 
in the fall for the conference on 
solving Britain’s problem. a 

Effect of Cut in Buying. 

The decision by the Common- 
wealth finance ministers to halt 
the drain on sterling area gold 
and dollar reserves means Britain 
and the seven other nations will 
spend about $650,000,000 less in the 
United States and other dollar 
countries this year than they did 
in 1948 Cripps, explaining the 
formal communique, said that 
meant in effect a cut of about 
one-quarter of the one billion dol- 
lars buying in 1948 by the Com- 
monwealth nations, excluding 
Canada and the United Kingdom.

Ceramic Tile. 
NTIL someone invents a med- 
icine cabinet that nothing can 
fall out of when the door is
